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The  Yellowstone-Tongue  Area  Wide  Planning  Organization  is  the  vehicle  for  a  Water  Quality 
Project  that  includes  Carter,  Custer,  Fallon,  Powder  River,  Rosebud,  and  Treasure  Counties 
and  the  Northern  Cheyenne  Indian  Reservation. 

The  project  will  be  developing  a  program  designed  to  maintain  the  quality  of  the  rivers 
and  the  groundwater  within  the  area. 

Parts  of  this  water  quality  management  program  have  already  been  developed.  Additional 
materials  will  be  developed  in  the  near  future.  As  this  material  will  contain  guidelines 
for  the  control  of  sediment  and  salinity  as  well  as  domestic  and  industrial  wastes,  everyone 
should  be  interested  in  reviewing  and  commenting  on  it.
